Gentlemen , 

This  is  my  first  Annual  Report  since  the  cessation  of 
hostilities  hut,  though  the  war  is  over  paper  is  still  in  short 
supply  so  I  shall  be  as  brief  as  possible. 

SOCIAL  CIRCULRjTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

All  our  evacuated  children  left  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
year,  having  very  obviously  benefited  bi'-  their  sojourn  amongst  us. 
The  communit^r  owes  a  deep  debt  of  gratitude  to  those  who  gave  them 
shelter  and  to  those  responsible  for  the  organization  of  this 
difficult  undertaking. 

I  have  had  again  through  the  past  year  to  draw  the  attention 
of  the  Council  to  the  pressing  need  of  provision  for  the  care  of  the 
aged  and  infirm.  This,  I  know,  is  not  a  direct  responsibility  of 
the  local  Authority'',  but  it  's  onlj^  by  constantly  drawing  the 
attention  of  the  responsible  Authorities  to  the  urgency  of  the 
problem  that  anj^-thing  is  likely  to  be  done  in  the  matter. 

There  is,  in  my  view,  great  need  in  Penryn  for  recreational 
facilities  for  adults  ;  3''oung  and  old.  The  provision  of  a 
bowling-green  and  more  lawn-tennis  courts  is  an  obvious  need.

Curing  the  Year  the  work  of  the  Health  Visitor  has  ag^n  proved 
very  valuable,  especially  in  oo-oMinating  the  work  of  the  Glinios

The  most  crying  need  under  this  heading  is  the  provision^ 
Maternity  Horae  or  Hospital  somewhere  in  the  neighbourhood,  oo  any 
young  couples  have  either  no  homes  of  their  own  ’ 

The  existing  Maternity  Institutions  are  so  often  either  too  full,  r 

too  expensive  or  too  far  away. 

The  solution  of  this  problem  is  urgent,  especially  with  the 
apparent  increasing  shortage  of  midwives. 
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Pats  Sc  ^flce  .Destruction. 

A  rat  rtatoher  (jr.T? ,C .Trevithick )  was  appointed  in  April, 
to  work  under  the  general  direction  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Before  comxnencing  duties,  he  underwent  a  special  Course  of 
training  at  Bljrmouth.  Numerous  treatments  based  on  the  initial 
survey  and  subsequent  additional  aurve^^'B  have  been  carried  out, 
with  a  consequent  diminution  in  the  Borough’s  rodent  population.

SANITARY  CIRCTTM2TANGE3  OF  THE  AREA. 


Drainage  &  Sewerage. 

During  the  yaar ,  several  unsatisfactory  drains  have  been 
relaid  on  modern  lines.  The  two  sewage  outfalls  have  been  fairly 
satisfactory/-,  but  some  chokage  and  bank  flooding  in  times  of  heavy 
rainfall  has  occurred,  and  with  the  extra  loading  to  be  applied, 
due  to  housing  schemes,  the  sewerage  syz-stem  of  the  District  requires 
to  be  revised,  and  a  more  adequate  outfall  provided.  A  plan  of 
existing  sewers  should  be  prepared  as  soon  as  possible. 

later  Supply/. 

Supplies  have  again  continued  to  be  satisfactory  in 
quality/-  and  quantity/-.  Samples  are  taken  in  the  Town,  and  I  receive 
the  Analysts'  reports  regularly/-,  but  do  not  propose  to  publish  them. 

They/-  have  been  invariably/-  good. 

Closet  Accomodation. 

There  is  still  urgent  need  of  improvement  in  the  closet 
accomodation  to  certain  houses.  Many/-  still  have  to  rely  on  a  pail 
of  water  for  flushing,  and  a  large  number  are  shared  by  2  families, 
often  at  some  distance  from  the  back  doors  of  their  houses. 

Flooding . 

At  the  end  of  the  y/-ear  (1945  )  the  problem  of  dealing  with 
the  periodic  flooding  in  the  College  area,  resulting  in  Interference 
with  communications  and  a  number  of  houses  being  teraporarily/- 
rendered  unfit,  remained  to  be  solved.  At  the  time  of  writing, 
however,  (Hay  194G )  ,  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  at  last  progress 
has  been  made  in  this  matter,  whch  will  of  course  be  dealt  with 
in  my  1946  Report. 

House  Refuse  Collection . 

The  provision,  in  August,  of  a  ne¥/  Refuse  Collecting  Vehicle, 
together  with  the  better  supply  of  dustbins,  has  resulted  in  the 
provision  of  an  excellent  refuse  collection  and  cleansing  service, 
and  cases  of  refuse  being  deposited  in  back  yards  appear  to  be 
stopping.  Extended  Sanitary  Inspection’  should  put  an  end  to 
this  type  of  nuisance.

?Ti Ik ,  An  improvement  to  the  water  supply''  to  the  G.W.S  Creamery  has 
been  proposed,  which  should  result  in  the  necessary  standard  of 
purity  being  attained. 

Sale  of  Hi Ik  under  Special  Designations . 

Milk  pasteurised  by  the  Proprietors  of  the  above  Creamerj^  has 
been  sampled  at  intervals,  to  test  its  compliance  with  the  Special 
Designations  Order.  All  reports  have  been  satisfactory. 

Cowsheds . 

All  cowsheds  in  the  Borough  have  been  regularl3r  inspected  during 
the  Year,  and  advice  given  where  found  necessary,  esperJLally  with 
regard  to  cleanliness  of  the  cows  and  milk;ers .  A  newly  converted 
cow-pen  has  been  added,  built  to  modern  standards,  but  so  far  has 
not  been  occupied,  Othf  v  cow-pens  are  in  urgent  need  of 
improvement  on  such  lines. 

Unfit  Foods . 

During  the  Year,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  certified  the  following 
articles  as  being  unfit  for  food.  All  were  surrendered  flor 
destruction  or  returned  through  trade  channels  on  instructions  of 
the  Ministrj^  of  Food,

IJuiaances  Generally . 

TTnder  this  heading,  numerous  inspections  were  carried  out, 
involving  the  inspection  of  39  premises.  Informal  I^otices  were 
issued  in  20  cases,  and  in  6  cases  Statutory  Notices  were  issued, 
21  Nuisances  were  abated  during  the  Year. 

Disinfection . 

Namigation  of  premises,  or  destruction  of  fouled  bedding, 
was  carried  out  in  6  cases.  No  claims  were  made.

The  .Measles  epidemic  was  extended  over  several  months,  but  was 
not  a  severe  type  -  There  were  few  complications  and  no  deaths. 

All  the  Scarlet  Fever  cases  were  nursed  at  home,  which  is  the 
modern  practice  unless  there  are  special  circumstances  making 
removal  to  isolation  hospital  desirable. 

The  two  diphtheria  cases,  were  sporadic  cases  and  it  is  a 
matter  for  congratulation  that,  in  spite  of  considerable  opportunity 
for  infection,  there  were  no  other  cases,  probably  owing  to  the 
contacts  being  immunized. 


TTTBE.RCTTI.OSIS. 


There  were  9  new  cases  notified;  of  these  5  were  pulmonary  viz 
2  males  aged  52  and  29,  and  3  females  aged  50,  46  and  28. 

The  remaining  4  were  non -pulmonary'" ,  3  being  males  aged  38,  13  and 
8  3'’ears  and  one  female  aged  7  j^ears.  There  were  4  deaths  all 
pulmonary'’,  2  males  and  2  females. 

This  is  the  highest  total  of  new  cases  for  many  years  'and  is 
probablj^  a  result  of  social  conditions  now  prevaling,  particularly^’ 
a  dietary  lacking  in  fats.  There  can  be  little  doubt,  too,  that 
opportunities  for  the  spread  of  infection  were  greatly^  increased 
during  the  war  years.  Our  best  safeguards  at  present  are  still 
early'-  diagnosis  and  segregation  of  cases  and  this  of  course  means 
more  sanatorium  accomodation.
